WHEREAS the complaint abovenamed has filed a 
complaint under Section 41(1) of the Railways Act 1890 
stating that the principal item of fertilisers to be produced 
at their factory at Kota is urea and that they proposed to 
obtain naptha, the main raw material for urea from the 
Indian Oil Corporation; that in 1966, the Complainant 
estimated their annual requirements of naptha at 1,50,000 
tonnes per year and proposed to move this quantity in 
full block train loads of tank wagons from Koyali or 
Bombay as the case may be to their sidings at Kota; that 
the complainant understood that in the yeaf 1965 the 
respondent had offered to another firm which was then 
contemplating the erection of a fertiliser factory at Kota, 
special rates for naptha at Class 85-B Spl. as against the 
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lull tariff rate of Class 1 1 0-13 as then in force and that 
a special rate equal to Class 85-B had been allowed from 
Bafauni to Sindri for the manufacture of fertilisers; that 
the Complainant represented to the Railway Board by 
letter dated 5-9-1966 that the movement of naptha to 
fheir project at Kota be charged under classification 62-5- 
B on the grounds of publitl interests and operational eco- 
nomies; that the Board by their letter dated 5- 11-1966 
agreed to quote a special rate equal to Class 85-B Spl, 
C.C.L. at OwneFs risk for the transport of naptha in 
train loads from Bombay and Koyali to Kola and also 
added that since the special rate is being quoted ahead 
of the actual setting up of the factory, the rate might be 
reviewed when the actual traffic begins; that the com- 
plainant made further representation to the Board to 
accept class 62-5 B and in the meantime started construc- 
tion of the factory; that the complainant addressed the 
Boatd in May 1968 that movement of naptha to their 
project was likely to start in June/ July 1968 and requested 
that pending consideration of their representation to 
charge freight at class 62-5-B, the Board may Confirm the 
earlier concession at Cla^s 85-B-(Spl,); that the Board by 
their letter dated 11-7-68 not only did not quote a reduc- 
ed rate at Class 62-5-B hut also stated that there was no 
justification lor the concessional rates even at class 85-B 
(Spl.); that the factory has now gone into production and 
the movement of naptha to Kota from Koyali has begun 
since 1968 at the full tariff rate of class 105-B; that the 
treight that the respondent is charging for the carriage 
of ffaptha from Koyali to Kota is unreasonable and so 
will be the current tariff rate from Bombay to Kota wh^n 
it starts working; that the freight rates in question are 
inconsistent with the lengths of haul involved, and the 
use to which the material is put; that the general clafcsifi- 
pation for another raw material, gypsum in wagon loads 
U 35-5-A hut when moved to the Sindri Fertiliser Factory 
from Jamsar and Kavas, about 5% 'reduction in rate is 
given; that the substantial economies to the railway from 
the considei able volume of traffic and its regular move- 
ment in full train loads have not bee n taken note of; that 
the traffic of the complainant is from assisted sidings at 
Bombay and Koyali to their private siding at Kota by 
which the respondent saves in the terminal services; that 
the complainant built the factory at a considerable cost 
and it is unreasonable for the respondent to go back on 
their earlier offer; that the rates at class 105-B for naptha 
from Koyali and Bombay to Kota relative to the rates in 
force for chemical manures Divisions A and B and urea 
at a ass 40-A, 32-5-A and 40-A Respectively and relative 
also to the special station to station rates lower than 
class 35 tA in force for gysum to Sindri from a number 
of sources result in undue prejudice to the complainant 
and undue favour to other manufacturers of fertilisers at 
Trombay. Baroda, Barauni, Sindri, Kanpur and Gorakh- 
pur, contravening Section 28 of the Act;
